Then  this  was  abolished,  the  peo¬ 
ple  demanding  a  better  yoatl  and  a 
free  road.  *Tbe  Essex  Public  Hoad 
Board  was  created,  private  rights 
were  bought  out,  the  avenUe  widened 
and  graded,  the  very  great  cost  ot  it 
being  assessed  upon  the  residents  on 
the  avenue  and  upon  the  public  for 
its  maintenance.  It  was  thus  con¬ 
verted  from  a  turnpike  to  a  public 
oounty  road,  the  people  owning  aud 
using  it  without  let  or  liindrauoe. 

In  the  evolution  of  progress  we 
passed  from  private  ownership  anti 
control  to  public  ownership,  but  this 
allowetj  to  continue  long.

*  First  a  horse  railway  franchise  was 
given  away,  permitting  the  use  of  one 
side  of  the  avenue.  Then  the  more 
ambitious  trolley  corporations  caipe 
and  by  act  ot  the  Legislature  bdA 
ordinance  of  the  muDicipalit  es,  with 
the  consent  of  some  of  the  people,  se¬ 
cured  possession.  These  corpora 
toons  are  now  practically  the  owners 
of  Bloomfield  Avenue.  The  traction 
companies  control  a  atrip  through  the 
middle  twenty-five  feet  wide,  and  so 
much  of  it  is  almost  as  exclusively 
theirs  as  the  roadbed  of  any  steam 
railway.  Unlike  the  latter,  the'  trolley 
people  have  not  had  to  purchase  land, 
but  have  obtained  a  completely  graded 
roadway  without  paying  anything  for 
Ail  they  had  to  do  was  to  exert 
an  "influence"  upon  legislators  and 
aldermen,  and  the  roads  were  turned 
over  to  them. 

The  next  step  in  the  evolution  will 
be  manifest  when  the  people  wake  up 
and  resume  the  rightful  ownership 
and  management  of  not  only  Bloom¬ 
field  Avenue,  but  all  6thera  in  city 
and  oountry  that  have  of  late  been 
taken  possession  of  for  modern  toll¬ 
taking  purposes  by  private  corpora¬ 
tions. 

Not  Jong  hence  the  people  will  get 
their  eyes  open  and  say :  We  own 
these  streets,  have  paid  good  money 
for  opening  and  grading  them,  and 
can  equip  them  with  cars  and  run 
them  for  our  own  profit  and  advan 
tage. 

The  crisis  will  come  after  a  few 
more  object  lessons,  particularly  labor 
strikes,  such  as  have  occurred  in  large 
cities,  paralyzing  these  trolley  lines 
and  business  as  well,  convincing  the 
public  that  the  system  is  radically 
wrong.  There  must  either  be  a  stand¬ 
ing  army  to  absolutely  hold  in  sub¬ 
jection  the  workingman  and  his  fam¬ 
ily,  taking  in  our  sign  ‘‘Christian” 
nation,  or  we  must  have  public  own¬ 
ership  and  peace,  without  any  stand¬ 
ing  army.  If  there  ia  to  be  a  new 
American  Salvation  Army,  for  work¬ 
ing  people  especially,  under  the  Am¬ 
ericanized  Booths,  they  will  need  to 
run  it  uncompromisingly  in  line  with 
this  resolution,  lately  passed  at  the 
arbitration  meeting  held  under  the 
call  of  the  Central  Labor  Union  at 
Cooper  Institute :  '* 

Resolved,  That  we  call  the  attention 
of  preacher*  of  all  denominations  to  the 
fact  that  the  workingman  who  was  cru¬ 
cified  eighteen  hundred  years  ago  for 
His  denunciations  of  the  unjustly  rich, 
was  a  peace  at  any  price  man.  and  that 
a  truly  Christian  nation  would  no  more 
have  standing  annict  and  standing  na¬ 
vies  than  it  would  have  soup- ho  uses  and 
tramps.”
